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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the papers filed April 26, 2004. Currently, claims 27- 
52 are pending. Applicants cancelled all previously pending claims and added Claims 
27-52. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction Requirement Applicable Claims 27-52: 

2. The claims are drawn to a set of at least two probes, at least 3, 5, 7, 10, probes 
of Table 2, arrays, for example. First, it is unclear how the probes of Table 2 which 
appear to be exon primers contain one or more of the nucleotides recited in (a)-(g) of 
Claim 27 or 39 as required by Claim 38 and 52. The mutations/polymorphic sites are 
within Exon 11,13 and 1 6. They primers of the table to not appear to be specific for 
mutations. 

3. Additionally, each polymorphic sequence is patentably distinct because they are 
unrelated sequences, i.e. these sequences are unrelated because the protein encoded 
by these sequences differ in structure and in function and in biological activity. Four of 
the 7 mutations change the amino acid sequence (see Table IV). Further, even where 
the nucleic acid changes have no effect on protein structure or function, these 
sequences themselves represent allelic variations which have different diagnostic and 
therapeutic implications (see Table IV, page 30). A restriction is applied. 

As provided by MPEP 803.04, "Applications containing only composition 
claims reciting different combinations of individual nucleotide sequences, such as set 
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forth in example (C), will be subject to a restriction requirement. Applicants will be 
required to select one combination for examination." The combination may be a 
combination of any number of polymorphic probes. Based upon the instant claims, 
applicant may select a combination of a set of probes comprising (a) and (b) OR 
alternatively a set of probes comprising each of (a)-(g). A set of probes which detect a 
particular polymorphisms is not obvious over a set of probes which detect a distinct 
polymorphism. 

4. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the nucleic acids are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evident or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variant or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) of the other inventions. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
